Allen  Paul  Stewart,  senior  from 
Garden  Grove,  Calif,  hit  a horse 
Saturday,  destroying  the  car,  kill- 
ing the  horse  but  not  injuring  Stew- 
art. 

The  nation  didn’t  fare  as  well 
as  BYU  students,  as  according  to 
UPI  statistics,  906  Americans  died 
during  the  holiday. 

Traffic  fatalities  accounted  for 
749  deaths,  fires,  36,  plane  crashes, 
17,  and  miscellaneous  accidents, 
104. 

California  posted  the  highest  traf- 
fic death  count  with  60  fatalities. 
Texas  lost  41,  while  Illinois  and 
New  York  each  reported  38  deaths. 
Indiana  lost  37  and  Michigan  34. 

Only  Alaska,  Hawaii  and  Ver- 
mont among  the  states  escaped 
Holiday  highway  deaths. 

The  record  traffic  toll  for  a 
Thanksgiving  holiday  period  was 
set  a year  ago  when  United  Press 
International  counted  619  highway 
fatalities.  In  1964  UPI  counted  577 
traffic  deaths  during  the  102  hours. 

The  Safety  Council  did  not  make 
an  advance  estimate  on  highway 
fatalities  during  the  Thanksgiving 
weekend.  However,  the  Safety 
Council  said  738  persons  would  die 
in  traffic  during  a similar  non- 
holiday period  this  time  of  year.

No  BYU  students  were  killed 
during  the  four-day  Thanksgiving 
Holiday  which  saw  the  record  death 
toll  of  749  traffic  fatalities  in  the 
nation. 

Few  students  were  injured  over 
the  long  weekend,  although  one 
serious  accident  injurted  six  stu- 
dents, five  of  them  seriously. 

The  accident  occurred  at  5 a.m. 
Monday  40  miles  north  of  Cedar 
City  when  Sonja  Joyce  Jensen, 
freshman  from  Upland.  Calif., 
swerved  to  avoid  hitting  a jackrab- 
bit,  according  to  the  office  of  La- 
Var  Rockwood,  assistant  director 
of  Student  Personnel  Services. 

RIGHT  SIDE  UP 

The  car  went  into  the  barrow 
pit,  rolled  at  least  twice  then  came 
to  rest  right  side  up  on  the  high- 
way. 

The  car.  which  belonged  to  the 
Father  of  Miss  Jensen’s  finance, 
John  Lammond  Olsen,  sophomore 
from  Montclair,  Calif.,  was  totally 
destroyed. 

All  six  in  the  car  were  taken  to 
the  Iron  County  Hospital  in  Cedar 
City,  where  they  are  reported  to 
all  be  out  of  danger. 

Miss  Jensen  received  severe  head 
lacerations,  bruises  and  went  into 
shock.  Trudie  Casper,  freshman 
from  Citrus  Heights,  Calif.,  recei- 
ved similar  injuries. 

INTERNAL  INJURIES 

Olsen's  sister,  Rosemary  Olsen, 
junior  from  Montclair.  Calif.,  Flo- 
rence Arvella  Mecham.  sofrfiomore 
from  Bella  Cola,  B.C.,  and  Jane 
Ellen  Boehm,  junior  from  Clare- 
mont. Calif.,  all  sustained  inter- 
nal injuries,  lacerations,  bruises, 
and  were  in  shock. 

Misses  Olsen,  Mecham,  Casper 
and  Boehm  are  roommates  in  Heri- 
tage Halls.  Miss  Jensen  also  lives 
in  Heritage. 

Olsen,  who  received  a minor  rib 
injury,  was  the  only  one  not  hospi- 
talize and  should  be  attending 
classes  today.

POOR  JUDCEMENT 


Cecil  Smith,  in  his  article  in 
yesterday's  “Political  Forum.” 
utterly  failed  to  make  any  re- 
sponsible judgement  of  the  war 
on  poverty.  Unifortunately,  the 
best  he  could  do  was  make  a 
weak  evaluation  of  Lenin's  pro- 
posals. and  expose  his  (Mr. 
Smith's)  own  belief  in  an  out- 
worn conspiratorial  view  of  hist- 
ory. 

Although  the  article  was  a mon- 
ument to  myth,  it  did  have  signi- 
ficant implications.

HEATED  CONTROVERSY

We  at  BYU  have  recently  been 
through  a heated  controversy  on 
the  methods  of  giving  out  ti^ets 
to  football  games.  A last  min- 
ute cancellation  of  blodc  seating 
for  the  Wyoming  game  caused 
much  inconvenience  and  conster- 
nation. 

Although  charges  were  flying 
back  and  fourth  that  the  mess 
was  a result  of  student  abuse 
and  or  carelessness  on  the  part 
of  the  Athletic  Board.  I believe 


that  the  problem  was  actually 
the  system  of  distributing  tickets. 

Formerly,  tickets  were  issued 
both  at  the  game  and  in  the  form 
of  block  seating.  Because  many 
students  picked  up  several  tic- 
kets and  used  the  one  in  the  best 
location,  thereby  leaving  many 
seats  vacant,  block  seating  was 
cancelled. 

The  resulting  problem,  how- 
ever, was  worse  than  the  original 
one.  Sunrise  on  Saturday  morn- 
ing revealed  masses  of  students 
covering  the  entire  stadium  park- 
ing lot. 

My  proposal  is  that  tickets  be 
distributed  using  the  IBM  7040 
computer.  This  is  how  it  would 
work. 

Every  student  would  be  entitl- 
ed to  one  ticket  per  game.  There 
would  be  no  need  to  punch  activ- 
ity cards,  as  the  computer  would 
check  off  each  person  issued  a 
ticket  according  to  student  num- 
ber. 

Tickets  would  be  picked  up  sev- 
eral days  before  the  game,  and 
tickets  not  picked  up  would  be 
given  out  at  the  gate.  Ticket  loc- 
ations could  be  rotated  according 
to  student  number,  so  all  persons 
would  be  seated  fairly  no  cme 
would  be  consistently  seated  in 
the  end  zone,  for  example. 

One  of  the  biggest  problems 
would  be  encountered  in  students 
who  take  dates.  Tickets  could  au- 
tomaticly  be  issued  to  all  stu- 
dents, but  this  would  not  allow  for 
dates.  A possible  solution  would 
be  to  issue  each  boy  two  tickets 
upon  presentation  of  the  activity 
card  of  his  date. 

Tire  new  system  would  require 
much  change  and  debugging. 
However,  once  organized  and 
underway,  it  could  be  a great 
saver  of  time,  money,  and  temp- 
ers.

The  upgrading  of  diplomatic  re- 
lations with  Hungary  and  Bulgaria 
means  that  the  United  States  now 
has  an  Embassy  in  every  country 
where  it  has  diplomatic  relations 
abroad.  The  legation  in  Romania 
was  raised  to  Embassy  status  in 
1964  after  that  country  declared 
its  economic  independence  of  the 
Soviet  Union. 

The  United  States  is  proceeding 
cautiously  in  its  efforts  to  encour- 
age the  East  European  countries 
to  obtain  a greater  measure  of  in- 
dependence from  Moscow,  fearing 
that  too  much  sudden  movement 
might  bring  the  opposite  of  the  de- 
sired effect. 

U.S.-Hungarian  relations  almost 
were  severed  in  November,  1956, 
after  the  Soviet  repression  of  the 
Hungarian  uprising.  But  the  United 
States  only  recalled  its  minister- 
designate.  Edward  T.  Wailes.  who 
had  not  yet  presented  his  credent- 
ials.

at  least  five  persons  were  killed 
and  many  more  wounded  in  anti- 
government  rioting  last  week. 
Mobs  demanding  the  overthrow  of 
Hussein  had  rampaged  through  the 
streets  of  old  Jerusalem,  Nablus, 
Ramallah  and  other  cities  until 
dispersed  by  police  and  troops.

Premier  Wasfi  Tel  blamed  the 
disorders,  which  followed  Israel’s 
masive  armor-and-plane  raid  on 
three  Jordanian  villages  in  the  Heb- 
ron area  on  Nov.  13,  on  Arab  ele- 
ments outside  the  country. 

He  told  a news  conference  in  Am- 
man the  riots  were  financed  by 
“two  Arab  sources  outside  Jor- 
dan.” But  he  refused  to  identify 
them  specifically. 

PEOPLE  & ARMY 

However,  radios  in  Damascus 
and  Cairo  have  repeatedly  den- 
ounced Hussein  and  joined  Pale- 
stinian Arab  refugee  organizations 
in  calling  on  the  people  and  army 
to  revolt. 

Tel  attacked  what  he  called 
“chairborn  strategists  (who)  from 
their  comfortable  flats  in  Cairo  and 
Beirut”  have  accused  Jordan  of 
being  too  tolerant  toward  Israel. 

He  said  the  Cairo-based  Palestin- 
ian Liberation  Organization  (PLO) 
and  Jordan's  “other  enemies'’  had 
sought  to  exploit  the  situation  to 
embarass  the  regime  of  Hussein. 

Tel  also  denounced  accusations 
from  the  United  Arab  Republic  and 
Iraq  that  Jordon  worked  in  collu- 
sion with  Israel  in  the  raids  two 
weeks  ago  by  refusing  to  arm 
civilians  in  the  border  areas. 


Police  Move  On  Riot 
North  Of  Los  Angeles

wood  Friday  and  Saturday  night  and  in- 
terviewed some  parUcipants  and  police- 
men involved  in  the  weekend  riots.) 

LOS  ANGELES-More  than  450 
units  of  Los  Angeles  City  and 
County  Police  arrested  60  persons 
Saturday  night  following  a peace- 
ful riot  of  about  1,500  on  Sunset 
Strip. 

The  group,  mostly  teenagers, 
gathered  for  the  third  straight 
weekend  to  protest  heavy  police 
enforcement  of  the  10  p.m.  curfew 
ordinances  for  the  teenagers. 

The  crowd  gathered  mostly 
around  a coffeehouse  called  Pan- 
dora’s Box,  but  the  arrests  were 
made  at  a nearby  coffeehouse  a 
half  block  away. 

FONDA  ARRESTED 

Among  those  taken  by  police  was 
actor  Peter  Fonda,  26,  son  of  Hen- 
ry Fonda.  He  was  taken  to  the 
police  station,  but  released  when 
he  explained  to  police  that  he  was 
only  shooting  pictures  for  a dxu- 
mentary  film  on  teenagers. 

Universe  Editor  Dennis  Berrett 
and  Campus  Editor  Steve  Berry 
were  also  questioned  by  police 
when  they  took  photographs  at  a 
police  shakedown  of  about  15  teen- 
agers at  the  same  spot  Friday 
night. 

Friday  night  there  were  compar- 
atively sparse  crowds  compared  to 
huge  throngs  gathering  Saturday. 

Police,  in  patrol  units  and  motor- 
cycles, and  armed  with  night  sticks 
and  shotguns,  moved  along  any  loit- 
ering groups  of  more  than  ten  dur- 
ing both  nights. 

Teenagers  and  some  older  per- 
sons were  arrested  for  alleged  vio- 
lation of  curfew  and  loitering  ordi- 
nances. 

License  Gone, 
Boy  Takes  Life 

WAUKESHA,  Wis.  (UPI)-“With- 
out  a license,  I don’t  have  my  car, 
job  or  social  life.  So  I think  that  it 
is  better  to  end  it  all  right  now.” 

That  was  the  end  of  William 
Nebel’s  note  to  his  mother  and 
father.  They  found  it  on  a desk 
in  the  room  where  he  took  his  life 
with  a .22  rifle  shot  through  the 
head. 


The  controversy  began  three 
weeks  ago  when  police,  under 
heavy  pressure  from  Sunset  Strip 
property  owners  complaining  about 
the  huge  throngs  of  teenagers  in 
the  area,  began  enforcing  the  cur- 
few. 

A week  ago,  a violent  riot  enipt- 
ed  and  several  cars  were  burned. 

This  past  Friday,  a teenage 
group  met  with  a Los  Angeles 
councilman  and  the  head  of  the 
Police  Youth  Bureau  to  see  if  the 
curfew  could  be  extended  to  1 a.m. 
for  a two-month  trial  period. 

Several  teenage  nightclubs  in  the 
area  such  as  The  Trip,  The  Sea 
Witch,  and  The  Whiskey  A-Go-Go 
were  packing  in  huge  crowds  of 
teenagers  until  the  curfew  enforce- 
ment started.  Police  have  now 
threatened  to  suspend  licenses  of 
these  teenage  night  clubs. 

Several  young  men,  15  and  16, 
told  the  Daily  Universe  Friday 
night,  that  “our  rights  are  being 
taken  away  by  the  police.” 

“We  have  just  as  much  right 
to  be  on  The  Strip  as  anybody  else 
does,”  one  teenager,  said. 

Another  protested  the  police  bru- 
tality. “They’ve  been  using  these 
nightsticks  on  14-  and  15-year-olds,” 
a 15-year-old  high  school  student 
said. 

The  protest  group  passed  out  pic- 
tures of  alleged  police  brutality 
and  information  about  Saturday 
night’s  “peaceful  demonstration.”

MORE  SERIOUS  THOUGHT 

But  surely  the  Sun  Bowl  or  Liberty  Bowl  committees 
could  have  given  more  serious  thought  to  Wyoming  or  Brig- 
ham Young  University  when  selecting  teams  to  compete  in 
those  ixist-season  “classics.” 

“Classics,”  indeed.  Someone  is  doing  a poor  job  of  selling 
the  Western  Athletic  inference  and  its  member  schools 
when  Virginia  Tech  is  chosen  to  play  in  the  Liberty  Bowl 
ahead  of  BYU,  and  w'hen  Wyoming’s  Cowboys,  with  a 9-1 
record  against  mainly  top  teams,  must  settle  for  a Sun  Bowl 
bid  against  Florida  State,  now  6-4  for  the  year,  but  only 
5-4  when  invited  to  the  El  Paso  contest. 

Few  who  have  seen  Virgil  Carter  play  will  refute  Coach 
Hudspeth’s  assertion  that  “if  he  isn’t  an  All  American  then 
there  aren’t  any  All  Americans  in  the  United  States  today.”

Neilsen  said.  “If  our  people  don’t 
keep  up  standards,  who  will?”  he 
asked. 

Gradually,  crude  entertaining  is 
becoming  less  offensive.  The  rea- 
son? Audiences  are  becoming  used 
to  it. 

Good  taste  is  often  broken  in  the 
name  of  free  agency.  Entertain- 
ment groups,  under  the  cloak  of 
free  agency,  often  showcase  offen- 
sive material  and  are  lowering  the 
entertainment  standard. 

BYU  shows  have  claimed  suc- 
cess, not  merely  because  of  what 
they  do  talent  wise,  but  because 
the  entertainers  have  remembered 
who  they  are  . . . and  what  they 
represent.
